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5. Another licensee is Air-e2S. LLC. whose ctaieat operation indiides le^ons m 
Alabama. (Exhibit Z). 

6. Whejx Aii-eze. LLC first started operations, they had ao clienta and iheie were a 
plurality of canveodonal ground-based i&-filHng stations doing buainesis in their 
region. 

7. Air-e/AL'^C subsequently devdopcd a significant client fbUowi^

ground-baaed re-filling stations but subsequently switched to Air-eze, LLCs 
services. 

9. Air-eze, LLC did not have any pre-cadsting relalionship with their current clients.
